Baked stuffed fish for a quick 
meal? Yes, indecd, it is possible, if 
you. see fish fillets which may he 
rolled and fastened with tooth-picks 
and the centres stuffed before bak- 
ing. Stuffing seems to belong with 

_ fish os well as with poultry. While 
we usually associate it with a large 
fish, you will like it with fillets and 
with . small. pickerel or, perch, 
which may be suitable fora small 
family. . :
